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ENGLAND’S WETTEST SPOT. 

Most places have had more than their fair share 
of rain this last summer, but the downpour las 
nowhere equalled that from which Seathwaite 
suffers, even in normal years. 

Seathwaite is the wettest spot in England; 
probably in Europe. It consists of a farmouse 
aud three small cottages, and is situated in Cumber- 
land, at the foot cf the Stve Head Pass, wich Ieacs 
over the mountains into Wastdale. 

Here took place tlie heaviest downpour of rain 
ever recorded in Great Biitain_in twenty-four hours. 
This happened in 1897, whea over cight inches 
fell; and there havo Leen no fewer than, 
seven other occasions wlicn falls of more than 
six, but Iess than cight inches, have becn officially 
mncasured. 

Seathwaite’s excessive wetness is due to its 
peculiar position tight under the Ice of the lofty 
' Scafell group of mountains, the rain clouds breaking 
! against the craggy peaks, and hurling themselves 
iin almest continuous deluges into the little valley 
far below. 

Accompanying the rain sometimes is the 
terrible “ heln wind,” a sort of local evclone, which 
| has been known to tear buildings bodily from their 
foundations and to lift pedestrians into the air 
and hur! them, maugled and lifeless, down tho 
mountain sides,
